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QUALIFICATIONS OF 1949 TOWN MEETING 
| VOTERS 


SEC. 3499 Chapter 163 Vermont Statutes. 
QUALIFICATION OF VOTER: 

A male or female citizen, twenty-one years of 
age, who has taken the freeman’s oath and whose 
list, including poll, is taken in a town at the annual 
assessment preceding a town meeting, and whose 
poll and old age assistance taxes due such town, 
were paid prior to February 1 preceding such town 
meeting, or who has attained the age of twenty-one 
years subsequent to the last annual assessment and 
resided in the town since April 1 last preceding, or 
who is exempt from taxation for any cause, shall 
be a voter in town meeting while residing in such 
town. Such citizen, if a resident of an incorporated 
village within such town, shall not vote in town 
meeting for town road commissioner unless at least 
fifteen per cent of the last highway tax of such in- 
corporated village has been paid to the town treas- 
urer to be expended upon the highways of the town 
outside of such incorporated village. A person 
qualified to vote in town meeting under the pro- 
visions of this section shall be qualified to vote in 
all other municipal meetings.

The loss of many emergency teachers is not being 
met by the increased enrollment in teacher col- 
leges, which can have no effect on the supply until 
1951. When four years are required for teacher 
training, greatly increased and more strenuous ef- 
fort willbe necessary to attract desirable teacher 
candidates into four years of education and train- 
ing. Attractive salaries will remain a potent fac- 
tor and a strong inducement to draw superior per- 
sonalities to the teaching profession. 


Great forces are gathering in state and nation to 
bring about equalization of financial support for 
public education behind each child and _ thereby 
make possible a more equable program of educa- 
tion. The plan proposed by the special commission 
to recommend for Vermont a system of state aid 
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for towns calls for nearly $500,000 increase in state 
funds for schools. A bi-partisan bill allocating 
$300,000,000 of Federal funds to state school sys- 
tems passed the Senate last April by a vote of 58 
to 22. Warning! No town should act on the as- 
sumption that the above-mentioned increases will 
come next year. Neither proposal may be enacted 
into law this year. All estimates should be based 
on things as they are. Under present conditions 
a large percentage of time, effort and money is 
necessarily expended in trying to hold the line 
against further war-endangered decline, in main- 
taining and consolidating the gains made, and in 
keeping the spirit of endeavor to improve from 
year to year. .

Meeting Voters 


SEC. 3499 Vermont Statutes (as so amended by No. 
25 of the Act of 1949) is as follows: 


A male or female citizen, twenty-one years of 
age, who has taken the freeman’s oath and whose 
list, including poll; is taken in a town at the annual 
assessment preceding a town meeting, and whose 
poll and old age assistance taxes due such town, 
were paid prior to JANUARY 1 preceding such 
town meeting, or who has attained the age of twen- 
ty-one years subsequent to the last annual assess- 
ment and resided in the town since April 1 last pre- 
ceding, or who is exempt from taxation for any 
cause, shall be a voter in town meeting while resid- 
ing in such town. Such citizen, if a resident of an 
incorporated village within such town, shall not 
vote in town meeting for town road commissioner 
unless at least fifteen per cent of the last highway 
‘tax of such incorporated village has been paid to 
the town treasurer to be expended upon the high- 
ways of the town outside of such incorporated vil- 
lage. A person qualified to vote in town meeting 
under the provisions of this section shall be quali- 
fied to vote in all other municipal meetings.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT 


The program of studies in the Guildhall schools 
is rich and well balanced. Stress is being placed on 
pupil participation and in democratic living. Inter- 
est is being developed in both active and quiet group 
games. The teachers have done well supervising 
organized play both indoors and out. 

The repairs and upkeep of the buildings have 
received the attention of the school board. The wel- 
fare of the pupils has been considered in making the 
surroundings safe, healthful, and attractive. The 
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installation of glass window ventilators has added 
much to the comfort of the rooms. I might add that 
the painting of the Village School would not only 
help keep maintenance cost down but would add to 
the attractiveness of the surrounding buildings. 

The total enrollment in September was thirty-_ 
seven. This number has increased to forty, the 
same as that of last year. There are twenty-five 
pupils in the Central school, an increase of three 
over last year’s total. This makes it crowded there. 
However the teacher can carry on well providing no 
further increase occurs. 

The cost of operating a school, like everything 
else, has increased. The prices of instructional sup- 
plies in several instances have increased 20 per cent 
since September. Guildhall is fortunate to have 
ample supplies on hand for the rest of the present 
year and a fair carry over for the next. There have 
been purchases for books in the reading and social 
studies. It is our aim to have the same up-to-date 
texts in each school. 

The net state aid for the year 1949-50 is $3290.- 
50. It might be of interest to note that for every 
increase in school taxes up to a total school tax of 
$10,000, the school district will receive a net return 
of 20 per cent in state aid. This condition exists 
only if the general town tax remains constant. This 
amount is in addition to the $70 per A. D. A. pupil. 

I have found the attitude of both the pupils and 
the teachers to be very fine. I feel that your schools 
are doing a good job.

A male or female citizen, twenty-one years of 
age, who has taken the freeman’s oath and whose 
list, including poll, is taken in a town at the annual 
assessment preceding a town meeting, and whose 
poll and old age assistance taxes due such town, 
were paid prior to JANUARY 1 preceding such 
town meeting, or who has attained the age of twen- 
ty-one years subsequent to the last annual assess- 
ment and resided in the town since April 1 last pre- 
ceding, or who is exempt from taxation for any 
cause, shall be a voter in town meeting while resid- 
ing in ‘such town.

Referring to last year’s report, attention is called 
again to the serious situation of teacher supply. 
Only by recruitment of emergency teachers has it 
been possible to find teachers enough to avoid the 
closing of many schools, especially one-room schools. 
The supply from teachers’ colleges is pitifully small 
still, The small number of inexperienced, beginning 
teachers no longer find it necessary to start their 
teaching careers in small one-room rural schools, 
even the most favorably located on main highways, 
but are able to secure positions in the centers where 
they are required to teach one or two grades only 
(four grades at most in two-room schools) and 
where association with other teachers and the social 
life means so much to them. The deplorable con- 
dition constitutes a serious threat to the existance 
of the one-room school. By fortuitous circumstances 
Guildhall has mature and experienced teachers. 

Attention of all voters is hereby called to the 
change in the law affecting State Aid money for 
schools whereby is established a definite require- 
ment of a specified minimum expenditure per pupil 
from Town and State moneys, below which a town 
school district forfeits its state aid. The former law 
required: that at least $ .75 on the dollar of grand 
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list be raised and expended out of town funds in 
order for the town to qualify for state aid. The 
$1,565.59 state aid money received in April, 1949, 
was for the half school fiscal year ending June 30, 
1949, computed under the old law from figures for 
the school fiscal year ending June 30, 1948. The 
$2,513.72 received in December, 1949, computed 
under the new law is for the full school year, ending 
June 30, 1950. 

To meet the requirements of the State Auditor 
for release of State Aid money to towns in 1950, a 
statement under oath that all provisions of the 
laws have been met will be required of town officials. 
Twenty-four towns in.the state failed, under the 
new law, to qualify for State Aid due in December, 
1949. Guildhall’s policy of full cooperation with 
state officials and departments will safeguard her 
interests in 1950 as heretofore.
